A is a =(OH) 2 group, and x and y are molar fractions where 0 < x <1 and 0 <y <1 , 

and which includes as a second component in the powder composition a quantity of a 
mineral solid flow agent s olo ctod from th o group cons i st i ng of vorm i cu li to, por li to, 
d i atomac o ous oarth and s ili ca, in the form of particles having a size greater than 90 urn

and characterized in that the mineral solid flow agent is expanded vermiculite.

,said quantity of mineral solid flow agent being greater than zero and less than 5% by 
weight of the powdery composition; wherein the calcic compound which is included as 
the first component of the powdery, composition has a particle size less than 250 urn; 
and characterized in that the mineral solid flow agent is expanded perlite. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application disclose a powdery composition comprising a calcic compound with a 
formula (I) and mineral flow agent with specific amount and size. The closet art 
is U. S. Patent No. 4,051 ,056 to Hartman et al. Hartman et al. disclose a composition 
comprises of calcium carbonate ( calcic compound) and 2-65% of expended perlite or 
other mineral flow agent as applicant set forth in the instant application, which 
has a size of 1-190 micron. ( abstract , col. 8, lines 9-12, col. 15, line 66, col. 9, lines 6- 
15)) .Hartman et al. disclose that the abrasive such as calcium carbonate has a size of 
1-250 micron (col. 15, lines 61-63). The prior art fails to disclose the calcic 
compound having a formula as applicant set forth in formula (I).
